misphere, leaving no room for inter- 
terence by the league of nations in 
american affairs, was disclosed toda 
Secretary of State Hughes made pub- 
lic the text of the note he dispatched 
yesterday to Panama, virtually an 
sitimatum, demanding immediate ac- 


yuctice White's settlement of the 
poundary dispute with Costa Rica. 

It is the first lengthy note produced 
by the new secretary of state and em- 
bodies a judicial analysis of the dis- 
pute culminating in the conclusion 
that Panama has not a leg to stand on 
ip declining to recognize the White 
ewerd. 


A Sample Haghes Decision. 

The document is interesting also 
not only as a sample of the legal argu- 
ments to be expected of Mr. Hughes in 
international controversies of greater 
moment, but as tlkamination of the fre- 
quently expressed opinions of lawyers 
that when Mr. Hughes has stated a 
mae there is nothing left to be said 
on his side of the dispute, if on the 
other. 

After calling on Panama to proceed 
at once to arrange with Costa Rica for 
the appointment of an engineering 
commission to delimit physically the 
boundary decreed by Chief Justice 

White, Secretary Hughes concludes his 
note: 

“Tt is to be hoped-that the govern- 
ment of Panama will recognize that 
motives of true and impartial friend- 
ship for the governments of Panama 
and Costa Rica prompt the making of 
these representations to the govern- 
ment of Panama. The government of 
the United States would view with ap- 
prehension a continuance of this dis- 
pute, which has already given rise to 
hostilities with attendant loss of life, 
if such a continuance were caused by 
the refusal on the part of the govern- 
ment of Panama to carry out obliga- 
lions which it has bound itself solemnly 
lw perform. This government, there- 
fore, deems it its duty to ask that the 
government of Panama definitely indi- 
tate its intention to comply with the 
representations made to it by the gov- 
enment of the United States.” 

Merely Carries Out Treaty. 

In taking this action the administra- 
tion is actuated primarily by the desire 
to discharge the obligations of the 
United States arising from its close 
and specia! relationship to the republic 
oe Panama. Under the Hay-Bunau 
Varilla treaty the United States under- 
ook to guarantee and maintain the 
independence of Panama. To perform 
this duty Mr. Hughes points out, it is 
necessary for the United States to ad- 
vise itself of the territorial limits of 
Panama. Moreover, discharge of the 
American obligation is conditioned up- 
Panama's faithful observance of its 
international obligations. 

The note is also significant of an at- 
titude of wider import on the part 
the administration. It is regarded 
‘tokening the intention on the part of 
the president and Mr. Hughes to estab- 
ish a firmer policy in dealing with the 
latih-Americun republics than was 
Marsued by the Wilson administration. 

Broader Significance to Note. 

By virtue of the Monroe doctrine the 
United States is the protector of the 
ther republics of the western hemis- 
Phere from European or Asiatic ag- 
Stession. The United States has obli- 
Sted itself to prevent any old world 
Power from obtaining any more terri- 
’ry in this hemisphere. 

At the same time, ‘hopvever, the 
United States insists that the repub- 
les thus protected from foreign aggres- 
Son shall discharge their international!

“t expect under this policy to escape

Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Spe- 
cial.]—President Harding in unmistak-

His attitude was announced in a tele- 
gram signed by his secretary, George 
B. Christian Jr., to John F. Harrigan, 
state president of the Massachusetts 
council of the American Association for 
Recognition of the Irish Republic. It 
conforms exactly to the position Mr. 


Harding took when the Irish issue was 
brought before him during the cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Harrigan wired the president in 
protest against the refusal of the ‘mili- 
tary and naval authorities to permit 
troops to participate ‘in the joint cele- 
bration of St. Patrick’s day and Evacua- 
tion day in Boston.

GREAT BRITAIN, JAPAN, 
AND AMERICA. 


Sidney Osborne, the American writer on Japanese 
subjects, says in his book, “The New Japanese 
Peril,” that Great Britain will be forced soon to 
choose between Japan and the United States. 
British statesmen frankly admit that, but they can- 
not do the deciding. The worst part of the British 
dilemma is that the United States wil) decide it. 

If the United States promotes an understanding 
with Great Britain the United States will have one 
friend and one enemy. If the understanding with 
Great Britain is prevented the United States will 
have two enemies. 

With the understanding the enemy, Japan, will, 
be weakened and peace will be preserved. Without 

the understanding Jagan will be strengthened and 
war may result. 
Greet Britain is the only nation with which the 
nited States can have an understanding for the 
protection of peace and for ite own interests. Great 
Britain is the only nation which tn alliance with

The all-American alternative makes a popular 
appeal, but must not be allowed to thrust aside 
sound engineering and commercial views. In its 
appeal to patriotism it is likely to do a great wrong. 


| If*such a canal were built it would open the lakes | 


to our warships in emergency. With such a possi- 
bility it is probable that Canada would develop her 
own route by way of the Ottawa river. Fortifica- 
tions would be a logical result, All such expense 
and international danger would be avoided by a 
jointly built and controlled St. Lawrence canal. 
In the improbable event of war neither side could 
bring in warships, and there would not be a chip 
on any one’s shoulder as would be the case if each 
developed a canal. 

Appeals to Americanism in this matter are decep- 
tive. The canal is a commercial, not a sentimental, 
proposition. As such there is but one route, the 
St. Lawrente. The agitation for the adoption of 
that route must be pressed to success before New 
York interests succeed in delaying the project in-

When I read off that list to Mr. Secretary Fall he 
smiled rather contentedly out of golden brown eyes 
and from behind gold rimmed spectacles. And I 
said, “ That seems to me to mean sixty pretty busy 
years, Mr. Secretary! How did you manage it?” 

“ Well, I've been a pretty hard worker,” he an- 
swered, “and when I’ve tried to do anything on a 
\large scale I learned it from the ground up. 

“TIT am not a regular mining engineer or geolo- 
gist, but when my muscles were not .so flabby as 
they are now I could go out with a hammer and 
break as much rock as the next man. And when I 
was mining I could put a set of timbers in a wet 
shaft and make it safe to work-in. And so when I 
was in mining law and had an intricate case to try 
I could visualize the technical features of it to 
myself and to the court. 

“T knew what I was talking about.

_“T’ve always had a good deal of that from the 
ground up kind of work to do. I was the first man 
that ever developed turpentine in Mexico—I mean 
in the regular distillation process, for, of .course, 
the Indians had done it in a crude way. That I 
did at the request of old Diaz—-a great man, sir. 

“I carried the first sawmill into northern Mexico 
~-on the backs of burros—and within.a year IT had 
the first band saw milf in Mexico. In 1888-89 I 
went in.for the development of irrigation. That 
was in the Pecos valley of New Mexico. Irrigation 
was in its infancy then and irrigation law was 
being made. Then I had to learn railroading, not 
only so as to be the legal head for several new 
western roads but so as to be the actual operator. 
And, of course, I’m always fooling around with 
some mining proposition, and .stock breeding I’m 
deeply interested in.” 


A fruitful life, thought I, and asked him what of 
all the things he has done and studied he found the 
most interesting. 

“The things,” he said; “that have to do with 
the actual development of natural resources. 
That includes everything—mines, irrigation, rail- 
roads, new towns, homes for the people, the things 
that give men their start and stake in the world.” 

And so I like to think of him as the last of the 
Sreat line of pioneers—the line that went bare- 
handed into the desert and the wilderness and made 
it bloom and tamed it and trained it.

WORTH 228 PCT. 
1910 VALUE 


Ten Year Figures Show a 
Fall in Acreage. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 


Preliminary figures on farms and 
farm property in Iowa, released last 
night by the: bureau of the census, 
shows the following interesting trend 
during the last ten years in this great 
agricultural state: 

The number of farms decreased 1.7 
per cent. 

Total acreage in farms decreased 
1.3 per cent. 

Total improved acreage decreased 
3 percent. 

The average size of farms remained 
almost unchanged. 

Farm tenantry increased. In 1910 
tenants operated 37.8 per cent of the 
farms; in 1902, 41.7 per cent. 


Value Jumps 128 Per Cent. 


The value of all farm property in- 
creased 128 per cent. In 1910 it was 
$3,745,860,544. On Jan. 1, 1920 it was 
$8,525,266,091. | 

Value of land and buildings increased 
133 per cent; of implements and ma- 
chinery, 224 per cent; of live stock, 56 
per cent. 

Average value of land per acre in- 
creased 141 per cent—from $82.58 in 
1910 to $199.52 in 1920. 

Ten years ago the number of farms 
in Iowa was 217,044. They contained 
33,930,683 acres, of which 29,491,199 
were improved land. In 1920, 
were 213,439 farms, a decrease of 3,605. 
These farms contained 33,474,896 acres, 
of which 28,605,951 were improved. In 
1920, 94.1 per cent of the land area was 
in farms and 85.5 per cent of the farm- 
land was improved. 


Average Acreage. 

The average acreage per farm was 
156.8 acres in 1920 as against 156.3 
acres in 1910, an increase of only 
half an acre. The improved land of the 
average farm was 134 acres in 1920, 
as against 135.9 in 1910, a fall of almost 
two acres. | 

The value of the average farm— 
land, buildings, and other property— 
stood at $39,942 in 1920, as against 
$17,259 in 1910. The course followed 
by values is seen in the ne tabu- 
lation:

More Farms Mortgaged. 


The announcement says that in 1920, 
569.1 per cent of all farms operated 
by their owners were mortgaged, as 
compared with 51.8 per cent in 1910. 
The value of the 52,341 farms for 
which complete mortgage reports 
were obtained, was $1,814,260,000, and 
the amount of the mortgage debt was 
$489,816,739, or 27 per cent of the value. 
The average rate of interest paid was 
5.5 per cent. In 1910, 50,452 farms 
gave full mortgage reports; the value 
of the farms was $735,265,000, and the 
amount of debt’ was $204,242,700, or 
£7.8 per cent of the value. This is 
a shade higher than the present ratio. 

For the farms reporting the amount 
of debt, the average debt per farm wus | 
$9,358 in 1920, as against $4,048 in 1910. 
It has just about kept pace with 
growth in values. 

In 1920, the number of white farm- 
ers was 213,330, as against 216,843 ten 
years ago. Of the white farmers in 
1920, 181,109 were native, as against 
167,850 in 1910, and 32,221 were foreign 
born, as compared with 48,987 ten. 
years ago, these figures reflecting the 
passing of the land from one genera. | 
tion to another. Iowa has 109 colored 
farmers as against 201 in 1920.

were run by tenants, as against 82,115 
ten years ago.
